And although Standard 
Oll stock itself is known as a cub- 
stone, that is it is not bought and sold 
on the stock exchange, it is also known 
that this Standard Oil group has a hand 
in nearly every big transaction on the 
exchange. Standard Oil could, there- 
fore, easily bring about a decline in 
the prices of most of the stocks. This 
it is shought here is what is being 
done, in order to frighten the adminis- 
tration and @revent further proceed- 
ings against the Standard Oil Company, 
A suit has already been started out 
in St. Louis for the dissolution of the 
Standard Oil Company and from Wall 
street just now are coming not only 
reports of declinations in securities, 
but gentle reminders of what took 
place just after the dissolution of the 
Northern Securities Company. Whether 
or not these threats on the part of pow- 
erful financiers will check the presi- 
dent in his so-called campaign against 
the trusts remains to be seen. It is 
recalled that when in May a similar 
threat of a panic and general business 
depression came down from Wall street 
Mr. Cortelyou, the secretary of the 
treasury,immediately came to the rellef 
of Wall street by extending the time 
for the maturity of a large issue of 
government bonds. Yet Wall street 
was ridiculed so much by the press of 
the country that it Is not now thought 
that the administration will get very 
scared in this other attempt to bulldoze 
it.

Mr, Johnson, of Jasper Re- 
quests Appointment of Legis 
alive Committee 


WHO GETS BENEFIT 
OF REDUCED RATES? 


Question Is Asked in the Resolution 
Introduced in the House by Jas- 
per Representative—Freight 
Rates Redaced, But 
Prices Higher. 


Just who js getting the benefit of tne 
reduced freight rates, since the con- 
Sumer is not, is the question Mr. John- 
son of Jasper wants to find out. 

With this end in view he introduced 
a resolution in the house on yesterday 
afternoon, reciting certain facts which 
went show that, while the freight 
rates on certain commodities had been 
recently reduced, the price was going 
up, and asking for the appointment of 
a legislative committee to probe these 
conditions and report their findings to 
the house next session. } 

The resolution was read and atten- 
tively heard. It was ordered to lie on 
the table for one day, inasmuch as it 
is a privilege resolution, and will 
doubtless be acted upon today. 

The resolution was framed in ~@ 
strong and convincing manner. show- 
ing that the author was thoroughly 
conversant with commercial changes 
in the manner of freight rates. 

His resolution pointed out : undis- 
puted instances of freight rate reduc- 
tion with a consequent increase in the 
prices placed upon these commodities. 

Rates Have Been Reduced. 


He brought out the fact that the cry 
had long been that the reason prices 
had been so high was because the 
freight rates had been excessive, and 
it was impossible to sell cheaper with 
conditions as they were. 

In his resolution it was brought out 
that the freight rates on shoes from 
the manufacturing centers had been 
reduced $87 a carload on February |, 
1905, and yet the price had gone up 
over $3,000 a carload. In the same 
Way it was brought out that the rates 
on blankets had been reduced $27 a 
carload, and yet the price had stead- 
ily advanced since that time to over 
$750 a carload. 

In this manner the price of stoves 
was treated, and so on, showing (hat, 
no matter how much benefit was af- 
forded in the matter of freight rate 
reductions, the prices to the consumer 
were not reduced, and more often were 
increased instead. 
it was further brought out that cer- 
tain manufacturing plants, by reason 
of reduced freight rates and increased 
prices to consumers, were making over 
100 per cént profit. 

The resolution calls for 
ment of ai legislative 
committee of five members from the 
house to probe these charges and re- 
port their findings to the house at its 
session next year. The resolution in 
full is as follows

Negro Hanged for Outrage on 
Little White Gi, 


CRIME WAS MOST FIENDISH 


Will Price Was Huthg at Cuthbert 
Yesterday for Outrage on Four- 
teen-Year-Q@ld White Girl— 
Execution Private, But 
Crowd Present.

Cuthbert, Ga., August 15.—(Special.)— 
Will Price, commonly called ‘‘Buster,’”’ a 
negro man about thirty years old, was 
hangefi here today for the crime of rape, 
committed upon the person of Sarah 
Burks, a white girl about fourteen years 
old, on July 6, about 6 miles southeast 
of Cuthbert. Although the. execution was 


private, there were several hundred peg 


ple here today from all sections of the 
county, being attracted here through 
mere curiosity, to hear the condemned 
man’s last talk or to get a glimpse ot 
hi remains after execution. Only a very 
limited number -were* permitted by the 
sheriff to witness the execution. 

Story of the Crime, 

Price’s crime, according to the evi- 
dence given at a specfal term of Ran- 
dolph superior court, called for the~pur- 
pose of passing upon his and other 
crimes, was a most atrocious one. Saran 
Burks and her little brother, !|0 years 
Old, had come to Cuthbert on Saturday 
and had left town about 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon for their home 6 miles in the 
country. 

They were walking and Price, who was 
in a buggy with another negro, passed 
them, leading his mule behind the buggy. 
Later Price met them in the road, after 
leaving the negro in the buggy. He 
made some remark to the girl and broth- 
er as he passed, and later returned, wher 
he was said tc have made a most flend- 
ish and brutal attack upon the girl. 
She being almost a child, and her brother 
a child, were unable to resist his at- 
tack, her arms being pinioned under her 
body. Her little brother came to her 
rescue, but he was powerless in making 
his blows effective. The assault was at 


a point remote from houses, and as she |} 


was dragged from the road her cries 
were not heard, on account of the dis- 
tance from the nearest houses. 

later the girl and her brother wen‘ 
to her home, about a mile from tne 
place of assault, and communicated what 
had happened to her mother. 

A posse of citizens of the neighborhood 
soon gathered. The identification ot 
Price being conclusive, a warrant was 
sworn out and later he was arrested 
by Sheriff Bynum and brought to jail 
Considerable feeling was wrought uD, 
and some talk of mob violence was in- 
dulged in, but cooler heads prevailed. 

Judge Worrill called a special term of 
court, a bill was found, counsel assign- 
ed and a full and fair trial afforded the 
negro. The jury found him guilty and 
he paid the penalty today. 

Negro Was Indifferent. 

Price went through his trial with more 
or less indifference, and denied his guilt. 
He has not realized his predicament un- 
til the last few days, but in this time 
he has been incessant in prayer and 
song. He stated that he was ready to 
go a day or two since, having claimed 
to have made peace with his God. 

Price belongs to a family of negroes 
who are well thought of, but he has not 
been inclined to follow their example. 
He is married, having a wife and two 
or three children. 

Miss Burks, the victim of his assault, 
lives with her mother and brother on 
the farm of Dr. M. A. Baléwin, as farm 
tenants, and is regarded as a faithful, 
hard working girl. .

WON’T REEMPLOY STRIKERS 


Statement Is Made by General Su- 
perintendent Levin — Western 
Union's Claim of 34 Workers 
Denied by the Strikers. 
Press Committee Is- 
sues Card. 


The commercial telegraphers’ hall was 
crowded last night to hear Jerome Jones, 
editor of the Atlanta Journal of Labor. 
Itywas the second meeting of the day in 
that hall from which the telegraphers’ 
strike in Atlanta and contiguous points 
is being conducted. Editor Jones was 


direct and pleasant in all ne said. He 


was there, he said, to answer, in so far 
as’ he was able, any questions that 
might be asked him. Editor Jones’ talk 
was favorably received. 

Locally there was/ little change, from 
the telegraphers’ viewpoint. The morn- 
ing meeting was attended by the usual 
gathering and the same enthusiasm and 
determination were shown by those 
about the hall. A number of short talks 
were made by members of the unton who 
have been leaders since the walk-out 
Came Sunday afternoon. 

The leaders of the movement, through 
the press committee, repeated the denial 
Of a satisfactory force within either the 
Western Union or the Postal. The op- 
erators claim to know to a man the op- 
erators now at work tin both offices. 
They admit seventeen or eighteen in the 
Western Union and two or three in the 
Postal. The Western Untion force, the 
telegraphers say, includes Manager Van 
Devender and others who have been in a 
semi-official capacity all atong. 

Won't Reemploy Strikers. 

In the Western Union operating room 
last night thirty-four working men were 
listed. This list included—it was made 
for pay roll purposes—the local manager 
and other semi-official workers. Busi- 
ness was moved during the day and last 
night the copy hooks, it !s sald, were all 
clean. Points which have been dead 
Since Monday morning were open ‘for 
communication. 

“We have al] been instructed by Gen- 
eral Manager Clowry not to take back 
any of the strikers, especially those 
who have been prominent in the move- 
ment, and, as far as I am concerned, 
Mr. Clowry’s orders will be obeyed,’ 


|Said General Superintendent Levin. 


Levin showed reports 
from managers in a number of towns 
within his territory. He receives re- 
ports from these managers every night. 
They show the number of men in serv- 
ice when the walk-out came and the 
number empboyefl each day. 

In the ranks of the telegraphers these 
reports are discussed—for tn some way 
the "operators are kept closely and cor- 
rectly informed of everything that goes 
On within the operating rooms of both 
companies. Talking- of the thirty-four 
said to be listed in the Western Union 
operating rooms, one of the recognized 
leaders last night said: 

‘Thirty-four? Well, 
show me; I'm from Mtssourt. That's 
all. We gave ‘em seventeen Wednes- 
day, and I'm inclined to think we were 
more generous with them than they were 
with themselves;’’

WASHINGTON IS SURPRISED 


It Was Believed That Everything 
Had Been Smoothed Over—State 
Department Supposed That Ar- 
rangements Had Been Made - 
for Peace Conference. 


Washington, August !15.—The news 
from Mexico of an impending conflict 
between all of the Central American 
states except Costa Rica was received 
here with surprise and incredulity, for 
up to this moment all of the advices 
from that quarter of the world which 
have reached Washington were to the 
effect that the asperities caused by the 
last Nicaraguan attack upon Acatutla, 
Salvador, has been smoothed down un- 
der the combined influence of the gov- 
ernments of Mexico and America. 
Washington Expected Conference. 

Indeed, it was the belief of the state 
department officials here that ar- 
rangements were about to be perfected 
for a conference in Washington next 
fall or winter of delegations from the 
Central American states, the only ob- 
Stacle being the reluctance of each of 
the parties to taking the initiative in 
asking for the conference. 

Only yesterday the state department 
received a cablegram from American 
Minister Lee, at Guatamala City, stat- 
ing that Guillermo Aguirre, the min- 
ister of finance of Guatamala, accom-

Secretary Root upon his approaching 
visit there.

The negroes followed to tne steps, and 
the crowd grew 80 angry and threaten- 
ing that the two Murrays, wno were un- 
armed, left the house by a rear door 
and hid in the woods near by. They 
heard the negroes declare they would 
“make a clean sweep of it,” and kill 
both of them. 

When the white men returned to the 
house this morning it was a escene of 
wreckage. The negroes had _ entered 
through a window and wrecked every- 
thing that could be demolished, the floor 
being covered with the fragments.

The eyes of the people of Georgia are now upon the senate. It is. true 
¢hat these closing days will be busy ones, but we may say to the senate as 
we said to the house, this resolution speaks for itself; discussion is unnec- 
essary, and in a few minutes of time, while the upper house is waiting on a 
confercnce committee or otherwise briefly killing time, as frequently hap- 
pens in the closing hours, it may be promptly passed.

What have you to say, Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the city council? 

You are the custodians of the city’s welfare. To you the people look 
for the protection of the city and the continuance of its public improvements. 
It is your duty to authorize and carry forward needed public works; not 
only those needed today, but those that will be needed tomorrow. The peo 
ple expect their public servants to use reasonable foresight. 

Are you doing this, gentlemen of the city council? 

If you fail to plan ahead and make provision for the inevitable increased 
growth of the city, have you discharged your full duty to the people? 

Atlanta needs a new reservoir. Needs it vitally today! Will need it 
more urgently next year and the year after. This need is realized, as is 
shown by the fact that one-half the work of excavating at the new site 
has been completed. But the county convicts laid down their picks and 
withdrew from the work. Since that date not a foot of earth has been 
moved by the city. 

No argument has been advanced that the new reservoir is not emer- 
gently needed; no excuse has been offered for the delay, no explanation 
involving the condition of the city’s finances has been vouchsafed. 

Further delay will not only embarrass the city, but in view of the very 
serious consequences which might ensue it will show criminal negligence 
on part of the city officials. 

Atter the need of this reservoir has been called repeatedly and persist- 
ently to the attention of the city council, will they sit supinely and wait 
until some grave calamity has overtaken the city, and then seek desperately 
for a scapegoat upon whom to put the blame? 

The need of two reservoirs, which will give three times the amount 
of water the city now has in storage, has been gone over so often that 
probably every man, woman and child in Atlanta is familiar with the argu- 
ments. The city has recently gone through an experience which shows this 
need to be acute. 

{f council at its next meeting authorizes work on the new reservoir, it 
will be late in the spring before the job is completed. If council delays 
acting until later in the fall, it will be impossible to complete the reservoir 
by the summer of 1908. 

And next summer is only ten months away! 


SOME BACKWARD COUNTIES. 


In these days when property valuations in almost every county in the 
state are taking on annual increases of five to seven figures, it is inexplica- 
ble that three Georgia counties should come in with decreases aggregating 
$568,000, or more than half of the total] decreases shown by seventeen coun- 
ties whose balances are on the wrong side of the ledger. 

It is natural to expect a small number of slight decreases, even in pros- 
perous years, but when it comes to a slump of a quarter of a million dollars 
in a vear when prosperity is at hjgh tide, it is time to make inquiry and 
investigation as to what is the matter. 

Seventeen Georgia counties out of 132 which have reported show de- 
creased property valuations, as compared with 1906, aggregating $1,083,309. 
Here are the three banner slumps: Jenkins loses $235,433, Harris $183,395 
an] Miller 149,212. It is true, Wilcox shows a decrease of $175.818, but that 
is dve to the fact that part of it wae taken to make the new county of 
Ben Hill, so that, if properly figured out, Wilcox would, perhaps, go into 
the column of gains. - 

But of all the Georgia counties this year, Jenkins, first and foremost, 
is due the state an explanation. Here is a new county scarcely two years’ 
old. created and organized under the most favorable auspices, with a pros- 
perous and thriving city as its county seat, coming up with nearly a quarter 
of a million less in property returns than appeared on its digest in 1906. 
There is not another one of the nine newly created counties but shows a 
substantial increase over last year’s returns. It is incredible that Jenkins 
county, with material advantages over others created at the same time, 
sh-ould have suffered the actual loss indicated by its digest. Can it be 
that the citizens of Jenkins in some way acquired the erroneous impression 
that Georgia property is worth less this year than last? Or is the fault with 
the taxing officials? 

Unquestionably there is something wrong, and tHe citizens of Jenkins 
county owe it to themselves and to the state to show just where the fault 
lies, and, if: practicable, to apply the remedy. 

Similar questions may well be asked of Harris and Miller counties, in 
middle and south Georgia, those sections of the state which have increased 
in material wealth in recent years more rapidly than any other. Muscogee, 
next to Harris, comes up with an increase of more than two millions; the 
counties al] around it, even Talbot, show healthy and substantial gains. 
arly, on one side of Miller, gains more than a million; Baker, on the other, 
goes up more than a quarter of a million, and neither Harris nor Miller has 
had te part with any of its territory to form new counties. 

There may be some good reason for these heavy decreases in property 
valifations at a time when the state is coming in with returns aggregating 
nearly $40,000,000 more than those of last year, but if there is, it has not 
yet been made apparent. 

The whole state is interested in knowing just what mysterious force it 
is that has knocked more than helf a million out of the wealth of three 
supposedly prosperous counties. Where has it gone, and why?

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SENATOR CLAY AND THE MAIL SERVICE. 


Senator Clay’s declaration that he proposes to take up actively the 
matter of bringing about some reform in the railway mail service that will 
remeoy the condition against which the public has so long and so bitterly 
complained, has the right ring about it. He goes straight at the mark. 

When congress opens in December he proposes to exert to the utmost 
extent his influence as a senator and a member of the postoffice committee 
of the senate‘to compel -the enforcement by the railroads of their contract 
with the government for carrying the mails. 

There is an old story about a wren and a farmer. The wren came home 
one day to find her nestlings in a great flutter. The farmer had told his 
young son to gather the crop in the field. The old bird was wise. “We 
will not move yet,” she told her young ones.~ The next evening the young 
birds were discovered to be in a violent agitation. They had watched the 
farmer come to the field and _on seeing that his son had not obeyed his 
instructions,. had heard him tell the hired man to gather the crop. The 
mother bird soothed their fears. “It is not yet time to be alarmed,” she said. 
The third day, when the work was not yet done, the farmer said, “I will do! 
it myself.” When the mother hen heard this she gathered up her nestlings 
and carried them to a safe distance. She knew the farmer meant what 
he said. “— 

The people of Georgia and other states of the union have appealed to 
their representatives in congress to accomplish some reform in the present 
system of mai! delivery. Complaints to the railway mail service and to the 
officials of the postoffice department having charge of this branch of the 

service have not brought about any very material improvement. 

Senator Clay accepts the commission and says, in effect, “I will do it 
nyself. I will see if the power which created and maintains the pcstoffice 
department cannot secure satisfactory service from the railroads in ex: | 
chinge for the $44,600,000 annually paid to them.” | 

That is the proposition in a nutshell. The railroads have entered into 
a contract with the government to transport the mails. The schedules of 
their various trains were submitted to the department and approved, before 
the agreement was completed. The maintenance by the railroads of the pub- 
lished schedules wis made one of the conditions of the contract. When they 
fail in this regard, they are subject, under the law, to the infliction of 
a tine. 

That is the only means Uncle Sam has of holding them to a perform- 
ance of their duty. Penalties for delays and delinquencies must be imposed 
and collected. If they are not, the government is being defrauded and is 


Whenever a railroad falls down on its schedule; whenever it brings in 
a train bearing the mails at a later hour than that indicated in its sched- | 
ules; whenever it reaches a junction point too late to connect with another | 
train with which it is due to connect; the people have a right to complain 


Only acts of Providence over which the carrier cannot possibly have 
control should be acceptéd as legal and legitimate excuses in such cases. 
If there is a wreck, a washout along the line or a cave-in, no reasonable man 
would expect the train to arrive on schedule time. 

It is the duty of the second assistant postmaster general's office to 
impose penalties and collect fines. That office must safeguard the interests 
of the publ‘c in this respect and insist upon a compliance by the railroads 
with the terms of their contracts. 

Too great leniency is an injustice to the people. A remission of fines 
tor anything but providentia] causes is plain robbery of the public. 

The people look to the second assistant postmaster general to do his 
duty in this respect. The fact that the railroads continue to run late trains 
and fail in making connections is very strong proof that somebody is not 
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doing aJl they might to remedy this condition. If fines were levied when- 


ever delays occurred, and if payment was entirely withheld for a total | 


failure to render the service for which the roads are paid—and such is the 
case whenever an important connection is missed—nobody doubts that an 
improvement would shortly be noted. 

Any weakness or indifference, or even too creat leniency, on part of 
the second assistant postmaster -general, operates directly-against the best 
interests of the whole country. He is there to safeguard the people’s rights 
and to represent the government in its dealings with the railroad carriers. 
Under his direction ‘$44,600,000 of the people’s money is annually paid out. 
The people have the right to expect him to be vigilant and scrupluously 
exacting in forcing every railroad carrying the mail to observe its contract 
with the government to the letter. For every failure, a fine should be 
collected from the roads. 

If this is being done, the railroads of Georgia and the southeast are 
showing marked indifference to the great loss of revenue which these 
fines entail. 

If it is not being done, Senator Clay proposes to find out the reason 
why! The people of Georgia will be with him in the effort. 
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the perplexing problem which has 
presented itself ever since the subject 
of automobile regulation came prom- 
| inently to the front. There should, 
‘then, be no delay in placing in upor 
| the statute books. 


+ - 
The Automobile Probicm. 

In the automobile bill offered by 
Mr. Bell, of Fulton, and which has 
been unanimously reported to the 
house by its general judiciary com- 
mittee, as a substitute for the Felder 
bill, passed by the senate, there ap-j 
pears to have been devised a very 
happy solution to a somewhat per- 
plexing problem. 

This is a general measure regulat- 
ing the use and speed of automobiles 
throughout the state, and as such it 
is provided that“it shall supersede all 
city ordinances and local county laws, 
thus making these regulations uni- 
form throughout the entire state, yet 
sufficiently restrictive to afford 
abundant protection to the general 
public. 

It is provided that nowhere in the 
state shall an automobile exceed the 
speed lim:t of twenty miles an hour; 
that upon any street, road or public 
highway where the houses are 150 
feet apart, or less, the speed shall not 
exceed ten miles an hour, and in cities 
must not exceed a reasonable and 
proper limit; that whenever the driv- 
er of an approaching vehicle raises 
his hand in warning, the chauffeur of 
en automobile shall stop his machine 
and remain stationary until such ve- 
hicle has passed; that every such ma- 
chine shall carry in front, between 
one hour after sunset and one hour 
before sunrise, a lamp whose light 
shall be visible at least 500 feet; that 
nc other signal or warning device, 
except the regulation “honk,” shall be 
used upon any such machine, and that 
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Has Strengthened the Union.

In total darkness, durtng a thunder- 
storm, the was adjourned yester- 
day afternoon by the sudden snuffing or 
every light in the capitol. 

The clerks were unable to read the 
bills for passage, the face or the clock 
was obscured from the speaker and an 
air of general gloom and depression set- 
tled over the house. 

From somewhere out in the dark the 
voice of Mr. Wise, of Fayette, was 
heard: 

‘I move this house doe now adjourn.”’ 

The speaker recognized his voice, call- 
ed him by county, and adjourned the 
house to mee&tiiis mornng at 8 o'clock, 
when ‘the Candler-Overstreet bill to en- 
large the powers of the railroad com- 
mission will be taken up and a vote 
probably had late this afternoon. 

Special Orders Considered. 

The session of the house in the after- 
noon was consumed by certatn special 
orders, which made it imperative that 
the bills be passed at that time fn order 
to be read by the senate three times, in 
as many days, and passea Saturday 
night. 

Chief among them was the bill of Mr. 
Wise, of Fayette, chairman of the ways 
and means committee, to empower the 
governor to raise the tax levy for 1907, 
previously set at 4.80 to 5 mills, in 
order to meet the needed expenses of 
he state next year. 

On the first effort the bill failed to re- 
ceive the ninety-two vores necessary 
for its passage. It was lost, and there 
followed a hurry call to get it up again. 
The -rules committee met In extra ses- 
sion, set the bill for an immediate spe- 
cial order; the house reconsidered its ac- 
tion, the biH was put agatn and passed 
by a handsome vote. The capito] had 
been searched for absentee members. 
If the bill had failed to pass at this 
time the state would have been out one- 
fifth of a mil! on every dollar of taxable 
property in the state for this year. 

It was a close shave for thousands of 
dollars. 

Pure Election Bill Goes 

The house also, by special order, pass- 
edi a few amendments to tne McMichael 
law taxing school districts for school 
purposes. 

The house refused to grant special or- 
ders to Mr. Wright, of Richmond, after 
the rules committee had recommended 
such, for his pure election measures, 
and this means ‘they will not be acted 
upon until next year. No measure which 
has not been passed by the house this 
gession can be made a law now. 

As a finale to the day's proceedings, 
the house refused to concur In the single 
@mendment to the Wright anti-lobby 
bill, put there by the senate. This sends 
the bill back ‘there, and a conference 
committee will be the result, with the 
chances that it will not become a law 
this session. 

The house passed several resolutions. 
Chief among them was that one memo- 
rializing congTress to pass the Littlefield 
anti-jug law; the Heflin bill returning 
$13,000.000 to the state for cotton burn- 
ed during the war, and to build the St. 

Mary’s canal. 

' ‘The house adjourned at 4:55 to meet 
again at 9 o'clock this morning for the 
next to the last day.

It is provided that this state law 
shall repeal all city ordinances in re- 
gard to the regulation of speed, at the 
end of the fiscal year following its 
passage. 

The bill requirés all machines to be 
equipped with good brakes, with a 
lamp which will traject a beam 500 
feet ahead and to be lighted from an

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hour after .sunset to an hour before 
sunrise, and that each machine shall 
be equipped with a horn emitting the 
sound “Honk.” All siren whistles, 
muffied cut-outs and whistles are to 
give way to the horn. 

The bill provides that each person 
shall register with the secretary of 
state and receive a number for his 
machine, for which a license of $3 is 
to be paid. 

No person except the owners of the 
car are allowed to run the machine un- 
less licensed, and each licensed person 
must wear a badge to denote that he is 
a licensed driver.

The senate agricultural committee 
met yesterday afternoon and agreed to 
recommend favorably the bill which 
levies an increased tax of 15 cents per 
ton on all fertilizers.

A twelve-year-old boy is earning $6 a day 
out in Clinton, O. T. A number of Chicago 
boys are preparing to follow his genuine 
‘“get-rich-quick’’ method. This Oklahoma 
boy sells chicken sandwiches and other home- 
prepared delicacies to passengers on the Rock 
Island trains that pass through the town, 
That is what these embryonic financiers of 

Chicago are planning to do. 

The Clinton boy, whose name is Earl Sim- 
mons, pursues his lucrative work with the 
aid of his younger sister, Edith. Following 
is the story of his meteoric business career, 
as he told it to the tourist from Chicago: 

‘Yes, I have done much better than I ex- 
pected. How did I come to start? Well, 
let's see. I started with 40 cents and make 
an average of $6 a day now. We came here 
from Douglas, Kan., a year ago. Father was 
@ carpenter, but wasn’t doing very well just 
then, as we were strangers here. One day I 
was down at the train here and noticed that 
the people were hungry and that there was 
no eating station like I had seen in places as 
we came down here on the cars. I had #4 
cents I had saved up and I ran uptown and 
bought @ quarter’s worth of cooked steak and 
15 cents’ worth of buns and ran back and 
sold them all. I kept that up all day and 
went home with $28 That night I got two 
chickens—that cost me 60 cents—and mother 
cooked them, and next day I made $4. Next 
day I got six chickens and sold it all. 

‘Since that time I just kept on getting 
wihat I thought I could sell just like I am 
now. I[ saved the money until] I got enongh 
and then I bought two lots here in town. 
Then I bought some furniture and a watch 
and chain for mama. Then father drew up 
the plans and we built a house. Father built 
it and I paid for it and we live in it. We 

ve five rooms downstairs and two rooms 
upstairs. We were offered §1,800 for it before 
it was finished. Now we are building a 
greenhouse and a cistern. 

“I am twelve years old ani sister is going 
on ten. She makes the sandwiches and 
trings them to me here and I do the selling. 
I don’t think the selling would be good work 
for a girl; the crowd would run over her.”

A STATE IN PAWN. 


Nevada Said to Have Been in That 
Condition Five Years Ago. 
(From Successful American.) 

Five years ago Nevada was a state in 
pawn. She had been stolen. The entire 
population was not sufficient to consti- 
tute a third-rate western town and it 
was decreasing. It might well have been 
asked then, ‘““‘What’s the matter with Ne- 
vada?” 

The trouble grew out of Nevada's pub- 
lic land grant, amounting to 2,000,000 
acres, which congress had carelessly au- 
thorized the state to select as desired. 
The Nevada legislature practically put 
the land up at auction and the result was 
that a few stockmen bought enough land 
to shoestring and surround and abso- 
lutely control every river, lake and water 
hole in the state. 

By doing so they became virtual pos- 
sessors of the rest of the state. No one 
else could use the public land or make 
settlement because of their control of 
al) the water, and in Nevada water is 
the lifeblood of the land. Sixty million 
acres were controlled and in effect own- 
ed by about a million acres, and sot an 
opportunity for a single |60-acre home- 
st : 

Five years ago this was the situation— 
a hopeless one. Public-sptrited men had 
attempted to induce immigration and to 
encourage the developmem of their state. 
but their work had come to naught and 
they had to quit. There was no chance. 

Yet all the’ time there was still a great 
water supply running to waste annually. 
The perennial fiow of the rivers and 
streams was entirely utilized, but the 
floods from the melting of the mountain 
SnNOWs swept away useless to the sea. 

Viewing the situation as it was then, 
who would have dared to predict that 
with the passage of the national irriga- 
tion act could have occurred the great 
transformation and developmest in Ne- 
vada, and if it had been predicted, who 
would have believed it? Of the $87,000,- 
000 government reclamation fund, Ne- 
vada has thus far received her fair share, 
and the completion of the gredt project 
upon which the federal engineers are 
now working will more than quadrupie 
the already increased population of the 
state. 

The first section of the Truckee-Carson 
project has been completed and the set- 
tlers are now farming the fertile land in 
80-acre homesteads. By next year !50,- 
000 acres of this project will be uader

STOCK EXCHANGE 
WAS CROWDED 


Excitement During the Mom- 
ing in New York 


Gallery Filled With Spectators Who 
Looked at the Wild Scenes on the 
Fleor Below—New York Central 
Went Below Par, First Time 
in Twenty Years. 


New York, August 15.—Support of an 
earnest and substantial character saved 
today’s market from another spasmodic 
turn of liquidation and -bear attacks, such 
as characterized the previous day’s late 
operations. Assistance was forthcoming 
almost from the outset, but not until 
prices had receded from 2 to 4 points 
in many of the speculative issues. The 
downward movement was speedily arrest- 
ed, however, and extensive covering by 
shorts followed the news that the sheets 
of the stock exchange members passed 
through the clearing house without 4 
itch. That, with an advance in the Bank 
of England's discount rate, the failure 
of the treasury department to relieve 
the money situation, and recurrent mut- 
terings of trouble in financial and indus- 
trial quarters, the day: opened most in- 
auspiciously. The unfavorable influences 


of selling orders from Europe. Our se- 
curfties were practically without support 
at London, where quantities of the steel 
stocks were sold at market recessions. 
The weakness of the steel issues was 
concurrent with reports that our manu- 
facturers had received many cancella- 
tions of orders. Later in the day the 
heaviness of Americans in London was 
attributed to short selling for the ac- 
count of a coterie of professionals prom- 
inent in this market. Rumor associated 
the early decline in Smelting with the 
recent tremendous shrinkage in Interbor- 
Ough-Metropolitan shares, there being 
apparently a community of interest In 
these corporations. On the whole, sen- 
timent was slightly more optimistic. 
There were persistent rumors that next 
week's public speeches of Presiden: 
Roosevelt and Secretary Taft would be 
highly reassuring. The local market 
more than held its early recovery, the 
best prices of the day being recorded 
late in the session. The closing was 
Strong, though comparatively inactive 
Aside from the advance in its discount, 
the Bank of England’s exhibit for the 
week was quite encouraging, loans be- 
ing reduced by about $5,000,000, with an 
increase in total reserves of about $6,- 
500,000. ‘Ihe bank’s proportion of re- 
serve to liabilities advanced a very mark- 
ed increase over the previous week. Ac- 
cording to the recognized trade author- 
ity, business in the steel and iron in- 
dustry shows many signs of an ap 
proaching halt. Similar conditions ap- 
Ply in the various electrical manufac- 
turing lines, the recession of business 
already having resulted in the discharge 
of many hands. ' 

Operators on both sides of the marke* 
in the dealings early in the session 
took advantage of the low prices to buy 
heavily and the resultant rally reduced 
the decline to fraction. The market 
then took another downward = surge, 
which carried the prices in some cases 
to within a _ fraction of the lowest. 
Mackey companies lost 3 3-4, Consoli- 
dated Gas 4 and Third Avenue 4 1-2. 
Profit taking cost Union Pacific its ad- 
vance and forced Amalgamated Copper 
and Smelting 2 points below yesterday’s 
closing. Elsewhere the movement was 
not very wide and most stocks held frac- 
tionally above last night's close.

COTTON GOODS IN INDIA. 


Imports at Calcutta the Past Year 
Decreased 13 Per Cent. 
Weshington, August 15.—According to Con- 
sul General W. H. Michael, of Calcutta. the 
most important imports into India through 
the port of Calcutta during the past year 
were cotton goods. There was a falling off 
in this commodity, however. of 9.400.000 dur- 
ing the year, as compared with the value 
of the imports of the year previous, amount- 
ing to about 18 per cent. Imports of cotton 
twist and cotton yarn fell off nearly 4,000,000 
pounds. This decrease was most pronounced 
in counts 3ls to @0s. In counts 16s to 30s 
there was a large import, which was at- 
tributed in some measure to the growing re- 
quest for hostery yarns to meet the demand 
created by the increase in number of the 
hand power knitting machines which were 
imported and brought into use to aid the 
‘‘Swadeshi'’ movement. The imported yarns 
from Lancashire were finer than fhe India 
yarns, and it was desirable to make the 
hosiery by the hand machines as attractive 
as possible. Counts above 60s also show an 
increase, due to the Handlo6dm weavers turn- 
ing their attention more to the manufa@ure 
of fine cloths in anticipation of an increased 

Swadeshi demand. 

The reduced imports are mainiy due, it is 
claimed, to .the enormous imports of the 
previous year and in part to the high prices 
of foodstuffs which prevailed throughout 
Bengal and the consuming districts tributary 
to Calcutta. It is also admitted by compe- 
tent critics that the boycott agitation if 
eastern Bengal had something to do with the 
falling off of imports of some styles of cot- 
ton piece. goods and other goods used in 
that province. 

Calcutta shipped during the five months 
from January 31 to May $81, 1907, 7,133,517 
goat, calf and sheep skins, of which the 
United States. took 5,686.348, or over five- 
sevenths of the grand total. 


TUSCALOOSA MILLS BURNED.

THE EGYPTIAN SITUATION. 
Possibility of Gold Shipments With 
the Crop Moving. 

The London Statist, August $3, says: The 
Egyptan exchange upon London is so high 
at present that there is a possibility that 
gold may begin to be shipped to this country. 
The opinion, however, appears to be that the 
exchange will not rise further, for the simple 
reason that we are now near harvesting time, 
when in all reasonable probabiiity gold will 
have to be sent out to pay for the cotton, 
that it would be mere wastefulness to send 
back the gold now. It would have arrived 
here but a little time when the demand for 
sending it back would spring up. The expla- 
nation of the present firmness of the exchange 
probably is that at *** time of the crisis 
all the banks strengthenéu themselves against 
contingencies. They did not know whether 
depositors might not become alarmed, and 
they prudently, therefore, prepared for the 
worst. Now matters have improved so much 
that the fear of anything like a run has dis- 
appeared, and, therefore, presumably bankers 
would be glad to send home a portion of the 
gold, which for the present is not needed. 

Whether there wiil be large shipments of 
gold to Egypt when the moving of the crops 
begins it is, of course, impossible yet to 
foresee. The prevailing impression seems to 
be that there will be a strong dqemana ror 
gold, for it !s argued that the banks in gen- 
eral will not be inclined, after recent expe- 
rience, to give large accommodation If so 
the actual gold will be required, for the crop, 
of course, must be brought to market, must 
be sold, and must be shipped to Europe. If, 
therefore the opinion turns out to be right that 
bankers will be cautious in granting loans, It 
will be necessary to ship to Egypt even as 
much gold as was shipped inst year. On the 
other hand, everybody knows how quickly un- 
pleasant experiences are forgotten. In a 
month or two people may look upon things in 
quite a different light. The constant flow of 
failures may have stopped. The helief may 
have grown up that the worst is over and that 
improvement has set in: especially, as the 
cotton crop is very large and will be sold at 
very remunerative prices, in all reasonable 
probability bankers may think that they are 
safe in lending freely. Nevertheless, it woulg 
be well for all engaged in the London money 
market to remember that for the time being, 
at all events, there ts a disincfination on the 
part of bankers to lend freely, and that, 
therefore, it may be that Egypt will require a 
very considerable amount of gold in the 
autumn. 

Local failures in Egypt have been numer- 
ous, as was to be expected after so sharp a 
crisis. They are none of them important, 
and the very fact that the exchange upon 
London its so firm indicates that the fear of 
serious fallures has disappeared. Al) the 
same, the fact that fallures do continue from 
time to time, even upon a small scale, keeps 
reminding all lenders of money that it {sg 
well to be cautious. Over and above this, 
everybody who can afford {t has left Egypt. 
Practically, therefore, the stock exchanges are 
at a etandstill, and every business, except 
the mere hand-to-mouth business, !s almost 
suspended. Until the moving of the crops 
begins, then, this state of things is likely to 
continue. But once the moving of the crops 
begins there Is expected to be a great acvity, 
for the area under cultivation is larger than 
ever. The crops are believed to be In splendid 
condition, prices are high. and as the crops 
in the United tSates are not good, the expecta- 
tion is that the demand for all the Egyptian 
crops will be eager. 


GOOD DRESS GOODS TRADE. 


Domestic and Foreign Fabrice in 
Active Demand. 
(From The New York Journal of Commerce.) 

There are two features of prominence in the 
local dress goods markets. One is the large 
business being consummated on the lines of 
fancies that have been shown, and the other 
is the strong tendency toward plain goods of 
light construction for the coming fall sea- 
son and for next spring's trade. Little doubt 
exists concerning the amount of business being 
booked by the largest mills for domestic dress 
goods. Trade factors state that business is 
satisfactory and up to the most sanguine ex- 
pectations for plain and fancy fabrics. 

While most of the styles are being ‘taken 
freely, plece dyed fancies are regarded with 
much favor by many buyers. The tendency 
toward stripes is very strong and goods of 
this clags are perhaps the largest sellers of al! 
of the patterns shown. 

The demand for the foreign lines for spring 
has not developed sufficiently so that a defi- 
nite conclusion can be reached regarding the 
character of the inquiry that bay be forth- 
coming tater on. Trade is a trifle backward 
for spring, but the lines that are being sold 
for fall, such as broadcloths, both plain and 
fancy, shadow stripes and subdued piaid 
effects, may be expected to hold good for 
the season that will closely follow. Manu- 
facturers have practicaliy finished booking 
orders for voiles and panamas fr the fall 
season. WBatietes, poplins and taffetas are he- 
ing sought, and all of these fabrics are well 
under contract for spring. 1908. The inquiry 
for cheviots has lagged for some time. and 
the interest in this cloth was siow in re- 
viving. They are improving every week and 
may be expected to improve as the season 
grows older. Storm serges are another 
fabric g@hat is being ordered freely, and the 
size of the ord-rs arriving are of satisfac- 
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tory proportions. Herringbone effects are an- 
other style inquired for. Rough goods, for 
which a demand was expected, are not doing 
as well. They are not being ordered by any 
division of the trade, and, for the time being 
at least, a revival of interest is unlooked for. 

The factors most active at the present mo- 
ment are the cutters. They are in the mar- 
ket {fn good numbers after an absence of 
several weeks and are placing a good volume 
of orders for many of the fabrics enumerated. 

The market Is not entirely bare of volles 
and some lines can be obtained for both of 
the ensuing seasons in quantities. The most 
popular numbers are entirely under order and 
selling agents cannot make further bookings. 
These gooda promise to be the most popular 
of dress fabrics for fall and spring. Mohairs 
enjoy the same distinction. Mills are running 
on orders only and the demand shows no 
abatement. 

The dress goods trade as a whole is sound. 
No curtailment of purchases t{s seen except- 
ing that orders for fancies with light grount 
effects are not as liberal as hitherto. Re- 
tailers did not have the dem&Aand anticipated 
for these styles last seagon and some of these 
goods are being carried over. Occastonally, 
because of the advance in cost of some fér- 
eign lines. buyers postpone placing orders, 
but -with these facts eliminated—and thev are 
of no great importance—the market has seldom 
if ever been on a stronger basis.

International Gathering May Treat 
of Adualterations. 

Washington, August 18.—TIt Is believed 
at the state department that the out 
come of the present visit to Europe of 
Dr, Wiley, of the department of agricul- 
ture. will be the calling of an interna- 
tional gathering In this country to €n- 
deavor to secure uniformity of practice 
in the treatment of food adulterations. 
It appears that there is little difference 
of opinion among the health authorities 
of the various nations as to the pro- 
priety of establishing rules (for the 
manufacture of food products in the in- 
terest of the public health, but differ- 
ences have arisen at each stage of the 
attempts to frame regulations for the 
government of the export trade in such 
commodities, owing to honest difference 
of opinion as to the proper difinition or 
adulterations.

Attorney General Says Conference 
Is To Be Held in Reference 
to Alleged Promise to the 

“Railroad—Proceedings 
Against Harriman. 


Washington, August 15.—Announcement 
was made today by Attorney General 
Bonaparte that an important conference 
would take place next Monday at the 
department of justice in which the sub- 
ject of the promise of immunity from 
prosecution given to the Chicago and 
Aiton railroad officials by the district 
attorney, Morrison, would be discussed. 

Statement by Bonaparte. 

The statement of the attorney general 
follows: 

“Attorney General Bonaparte © stated 
this morning that he expected to have a 
conference on Monday next with District 
Attorney Sims, former District Attorney 
Morrison and Mr. Wilkerson on the sub- 
ject of the Chicago and Alton cases, and 
that until he had held such a conference 
no statement in regard to the matter 
involved could, of course, be made. He 
said that he understood that certain tes- 


sented to him and would receive careful 
examination and consideration.” 
Adtorney General Bonaparte was asked 
if Judge Landis hag replied to his letter 
informing him that Judge Morrison had 
made to the Chicago and Alton officials 
the promise of immunity in consideration 
of their furnishing evidence in the Stand. 
ard Oll Company’s case. He replied that 
he had not heard from Judge Landis. 
Proceedings Against Harriman. 
Attorney General Bonaparte was asked 
what action, if any, might be anticipated 
by the department of justice against 
Edward H. Harriman further than the 
proceedings instituted against him and 
Mr. Kahn in the United States district 
court in New York to compel him to 
answer questions propounded by the in- 
terstate commerce commission. 
“That Is a subject which I cannot talk 
he replied. “I am considering 
the report of the commission on the Har- 
riman case. I have reached no conclu- 


He was reminded that an official state- 
ment had been made public recently by 
the departmeni of justice in which it was 
said that ‘‘no other proceedings against 
him (Harriman) and no _ proceeding 
against the Union Pacific have either 
been determined upon or are now under 
consideration.”’ 
Statement Not Authorized. 

“That statement was not authorized,” 
Attorney General Bonaparte responded. 
“T cannot say now whether any action 
may be taken against Mr. Harriman or 
not. 

“It is not the practice of this depart- 
ment to discuss for publication contem- 
plated actions. A little while ago some 
of my critics complained that I said too 
little, now some others urge that I am 
talking too freely. it is a bit difficult,’ 
he added, with a laugh, ‘to satisty 
everybody. But as to the Harriman case 
I can say no more than that it is being 
considered.”
